2. 'Die Council will be an advisory body and will have 

the following functions :— 1 

(i) To consider development programmes in the Central 
and State sectors in respect of Tobacco, review 
progress thereof from time to time and recommend 
measures for increasing the production of-Tobacco. 

(ii) To consider problems relating to the production and 
marketing or tobacco and remunerative prices to 
tobacco growers and advise Government in these 
matters; 

(Hi) To consider demands for tobacco in the domestic a* 
well as export markets and advise Government 
about necessary arrangements for meeting the said 
demands through suitable development programme; 

(iv) To consider the special needs of small and marginal 
farmers in respect of tobacco production and sug¬ 
gest suitable measures for meeting the same; 

(v) To facilitate coordination between research and 
development programme relating to tobacco and to 
advise about the needs for improvement in the 
quality and productivity of tobacco; and 

(vi) To advise Government on such other connected 
matters as may he considered necessary from time 
to time. 

3. The Council will have the powers to set up Standing 
Committee, Technical Committee and ad hoc Committee to 
look into specific issues and to coopt members such as 
representatives of Agricultural Universities and other special 
interests as and when necessary, for specific purposes. 

4. The Council will meet periodically in areas in which 
tobacco is grown and at important centres of trade and 
Industry and will make recommendations to the Government 
of India. 

5. The Council will continue to function until it is aboli¬ 
shed by a Resolution of the Governments. The term of 
the Chairman and other non-official Members of the Council 
would be three years from the date they are nominated on 
the Council unless this period is curtailed or extended by 
a specific order of the Government of India. 

6. Those members of (he Council who are nominated from 
among Members of (he Parliament will cease to be the 
Members of the Council, as soon as they cease to be Member 
of Parliament. .

Tariff Board with all-India jurisdiction and five Regional 
Power 'l'arill Boaids to he located at Delhi, Bombay, Banga¬ 
lore, Calcutta and Shillong Hie main functions of the 
National Power Tariff Boaul will be to evolve broad princi¬ 
ples and guidelines to ensure uniform approach by all Regio¬ 
nal Boaids in the matter of fixation of tariff, and work out 
tariff for inter-StuLe and inter-regional exchanges of power. 
The Regional Power Tariff Boards will evolve the specific 
principles based on financial and economic factors, 
and make recommendations to the State Govern¬ 
ments concerned, for fixation of tariff based on such factors, 
for the power supplied by SEBs/Powcr Utilities to different 
sectors of power consumption The Power Tariff Boards will 
also present an annual assessment report on the. tariff-related 
perfoimance'of the SEBs/Powei Utilities every ycai to the 
Governments concerned 


3. The recommendations made by the Tariff Boards will be 
useful to the policy and decision-makers, and serve the objec¬ 
tives of social equity, apart from ensuring proper fixation of 
tariff from the financial and economic angles. Another 
advantage will be that the tariff structure will have the much 
needed transparence Since an element of cross-subsidisa¬ 
tion in respect of power tariff is inescapable, the rationale for 
the fixation of tariff will be available to the consumers, 
through the reports of the Tariff Boards. 

4. Each Tariff Board will comprise ui a Chairman and two 
Members who will be experts with technical, administrative 
and financial background and experience in the power sector, 
They will be full-time functionaries. The National Tariff 
Board shall determine the strength of the staff required for 
the National Tariff Board as well as the Regional Tariff 
Boards, with the approval of Department of Power. Chair¬ 
man of each Boaid shall make recruitment of staff to the 
respective Board by deputation, foreign service, direct recruit¬ 
ment from the open market, etc. The salaries, allowances 
and other entitlements of the Chairman. Members and othei 
stall of the Power Tariff Boards will be payable from the 
funds cicated by contribution from the SEBs/Power Utilities. 
During the deputation, foreign service or appointment in the 
Board, the service conditions of the stall woiking in the 
Boards will be regulated hv means of Standing Instructing to 
be issued by each Board. 

5. The cost of establishing and managing the Power Tariff 
Boards will be met by the State Electricity Boaids/Power 
Utilities, both in Private and Public Sectors . The initial 
expenses will be met by contribution of participating Electri¬ 
city Boards/Utilities in the ratio of their installed capacity 
and allocation of power from the Central Utilities. The 
Subsequent recurring expenses including that of National 
Tariff Board would be met by recoveries from the State 
Electricity Boards and other participating Utilities, in the 
ratio of the quantum of energy sold by them in their res¬ 
pective territories. 

6. In the dischaige of their functions, the Power Tariff 
Boards will have powers to call for notes, memoranda, in¬ 
formation, or any other relevant materials from any official 
or private institutions, and take evidence from members of 
public.
